More Fighting 


Micvitary action increased from the very low lavels 
of recent weeks in many parts of South Vietnam on 7-8 
June, with both sides vying for yreater control of 
territory in anticipation of some “ow cease-fixe" ar- 
rangement. 


Most of the latest Communist-initiated action in 
‘the northern provinces has centered on Quang Ngai 
Province and included. more than a dozen shellings 
and a ground attack. There is conflicting information 
on enemy moves in -Kontum Province, but they hit the 
provincial capital with 50 shells and surrounded 
& nearby viliage. Communist incidents in the prov- 
incas surzounding Saigon more than doubled and in- 
Cluded 13 ground contacts and 14 shellings. In the 
delta provinces, the Communin~ts struck several tar-— 
ritorial force outposts, and at leust one has been 
abandonad,, 


Saigon‘'s forces have also bean busy.. Clearing 
Operations in the northern half of the country pro- 
voked numerous responses from the Communists, most 
Fesulting in small-scale skirmishes. The governmant 
operation to open Route 13 north of Saigon has bhoggad 
down as a result ci stiff Communist resistance. South 
Vietnamese units conducted seme 23 “security” orera-

The Milt tary Situation 


Government forces made only slight ‘headway on 6B 
June in raopening a section of Route 4 west of Phnom 
Penh ‘betwasn Thnal Totung and Ang Snuol, Although 
isolated, Ang Snuol apparently is not ‘Reing soriously 
threatened by the Khmer Communists. Another squadron 
of armorad parsonnel vehicles from Phnom Panh ‘has 
-been assigned to the clearing operation. Some Cam- 
bodian troops remained pinned down by the Communists 
in a sugar factory a few miles south of Thnal Totung 
near the enemy-occupied village of Kompong Tram-on 
Route 26. Route 5 was reopened to traffic batwaen 
Phnom Penh and Battambang on 8 June when a 150“truck 
convoy ‘traversed this section witheut incident. A 


smaller convoy from Kompong Chhnang City reached 
Phnom Penh unmolested on the same dayf td 25X1 
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
